The lecture, which was delivered at the 
molborn Restaurant, London, last Saturday, 
as introductory to a general course, and 
iqit with ‘‘ Foundations.” The answer to 
he question, “' What were the true founda- 
‘ons of England ?” was, said Mr. Fisher, 
st, a good climate and a central geogra- 
hical position; secondly, a national char- 
‘ter, active rather than contemplative, mode- 
ate in its passions, genial, fond of amuse- 
ent, singularly free from envy and rancour 
od the sentiment of revenge; respectful of 
ocial differences; adventurous, sensitive to 
he code of public duty, and with the under- 
ving seriousness without which no great 
hievement was possible. It was upon the 
ail of such a character that Parliamentary 
nstitutions, the great gift of Britain to the 
orld, had flourished, 

: A FORTUNATE' PEOPLE. 
“We are accustomed,’’ Mr. Fisher said, 
n reviewing national characteristics, 


eoples of the world, and I suppose we are. 
it is a good long time since we were invaded, 


nd our invasions, though unpleasant at the

moment, have done us good. 
“The Romans,' he continued, “' gave us 
yr roads, the Saxons and Danes the foun- 
jation of our racial characteristics, and the 
Normans and Angevins a great part of the 
plendid inheritance of Latin civilisation. We 
ave also managed to escape violent revolu- 
ions, and have experienced no, seriously un- 
uccessful war since we were compelled by 
orce of arms to cede their freedom to the 
American Colonies, and this we now regard 
o have been a blessing in disguise. All this 
ond fortune we are apt to take for granted, 
ind to suppose that, because we have been 
ucky in the past, and are not so badly off as 
ome in the present, we shall inevitably con- 
inue to prosper in the future. We must re- 
ember, however, that we have not always 
een, either in our own estimation or in the 
sstimation of the world, a prosperous or 
mportant people. 
At first sight it seemed curious that a damp 
ittle nation in the Northern Sea should have 
jayed so great a part in history. But the 
sritish climate, though we were accustomed 
o abuse if. had served the nation very well, 
and might be regarded as one of the most im- 
ortant factors in its success. It was whole- 
ome for plants and animals and men. Trans- 
lanted Englishmen never did so well as those 
ho remained behind. The size of the 
ountry, though this might seem paradoxical, 
had also been an element in its success, for 
jeducting the mountains of Wales and 
cotland, it was not so large as to overtax 
he capacities of a medieval monarchy, and 
onsequently England enjoyed the blessings 
fan ordered Government many centuries 
vefore they were imparted to France and 
ermany. 
ENGLISH COMMON LAW. 
At the same time, we had had all the ad- 


ion. Once organised, we have been able to 
esist invasion. Fishing has educated us in 
narine habits, and has led to discovery, 
olonisation, and naval power. But, though 
ve speak of ourselves as insular, we are in 
he moral sense the least insular people of 
surope. . We learn languages better than 
the Latin peoples; our tourists are to be 
found in every clime and make themselves at 
home under all stars. Even in the Middle 
Ages, when the population was under two 
millions, this island was too small for our 
forefathers. 
The custom of primogeniture, which sent 


no doubt helped to keep alive this restless 
and wandering spirit. We have also helped 
urselves with a very liberal hand from the 
ivilisation of other countries. Our literature 


influences than the literature of France. 
“We are accustomed not a little to vaunt 
ourselves,” said the lecturer, “ upon the wide 
acceptance of the common Jaw of England, 
ruling, as it does, the North American and 
Australasian Continents. It is certainly a 
curious fact that this body of native law, the 
origins of which are to be sought in the 
dooms of the Anglo-Saxon kings, should have 
grown into that powerful system which now 
governs the life of most progressive and 
vigorous modern soceities ; and the fact is more 
remarkable, inasmuch as the English common 
law, unlike the law of Islam, has no religious 
sanction behind it.” 
VESTED INTERESTS. 
There is nothing, said Mr. Fisher, for 
which an. Englishman will fight so hard as 
“Statesmen do not 
like,” he said, “to get athwart a highly 
organised body of elementary teachers. The 
Cabinet which attempts to cross swords with 
the doctors is invariably compelled to 
acknowledge defeat; but even more powerful 
than the teachers and the doctors is the pro- 
fession of the law. We are a quarrelsome 
and litigious people; we stand upon our 
rights; we believe that every man’s house is 
his castle, and have many other maxims illus- 
trative of the same proud principle of 
individual independence. 
“ Political liberty was probably the most im- 
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portant contribution which Britain had made 
to the art of Government in the Western 
world We invented the Parliamentary 
system, and were not a little proud of it, It 
had certainly been widely copied.”’

The inquest on Mrs. Jessie Llewellyn, second 
wife of Mr. Joseph Llewellyn, contractor of 
Lianelly, with reference to whose death her 
doctor refused to give a certificate, was ad. 
journed on Saturday until August 21st. 

Mr. T. R. Ludíord, who appeared for the 
brother and sister of the dead woman, said 
that the evidence which they had had so far 
left matters in a very unsatisfactoy state. 
‘ne doctor had stated that death was due 


fo arsenical poisoning. Another doctor 
Stated that death was compatible with 
arsenical poisoning, and also that it was 


compatible with something else, and they had 
the evidence of the pathologist,who said that, 
In his opinion, death was not due to arsenical 
Poisoning at all. In the interest of all 
parties concerned the relatives of Mrs. 
Llewellyn considered that an expert of the 
highest standing should be called in, and he, 
therefore. asked for an adjournment of the 
gnest. 

The Coroner, in adjourning the inquest, 
tid that if the calling of further evidence 
Would assist in settling the question at issue 
it would be in the interests of everybody 
concerned it should be called.
